VENERABLE CITIZEN 


In order to devote all his time to 
the business of the Sierra Madre 
Press, Inc., Postmaster George B. 
Morgridge has sent his resignation to 
Washington. He has held the office 
six years and his commission does not 
expire until June, 1924. 

It is not known how long will be 
required for the appointment and 
qualification of a new postmaster. A 
foim of civil service is now in vogue 
for the appointment of postmasters. 
Due notice of the vacancy will doubt¬ 
less be given by the Post Office De¬ 
partment, with instructions to appli¬ 
cants for the position as to how to 
proceed. 

The office pays $2200 annually with 
a probable increase to $2300 begin¬ 
ning July 1, 1922. 

Examinations Held 

Examinations are held by the U. S. 
Civil Service Commission. The three 
candidates standing highest in the ex- ’ 
animation are certified to the Depart¬ 
ment and the selecton is made from 
among these. 

Under this reform, begun under the 
administration of President Wilson, 
politics have less to do with the selec¬ 
tion of postmasters than formerly. 
Postmaster General Hays has shown 
a disposition to maintain the service 
on a merit basis rather than permit 
its use for the paying of political 
favors. 

Office Growing 

During the six years under Post¬ 
master Morgridge the business has in- 
crea.ed nearly 30 per cent in volume. 
Rceipts from stamp sales etc., have 
increased from $.3600 to about $8200 
annually. 

This does not include money order 
business which is accounted for separ¬ 
ately from postal business. The 
number of money orders issued shows 
strikingly the growth of the town. 
Six years ago only 22,000 money or¬ 
ders had been issued since the estab¬ 
lishment of the post office. The ser¬ 
ial numbers of the money orders now 
run over 37,000. The number issued 
during the past six years is equal to 
about 68 percent of those issued dur¬ 
ing the entire previous history of the 
office. 

Service Improved 

Delivery service with two carriers 
is the biggest improvement accomp¬ 
lished in the history of the office. The 
village delivery service is a compara¬ 
tively new development. Owing to 
the prompt action of Congressman 
Randal) in following up the applica¬ 
tion of the postmaster, the local office 
was the first in Southern California 
to be granted this class of service. 

Other improvements in the service 
have been effected, notably that of 
giving continuous window service in¬ 
stead of closing stamp and general 
delivery windows during distribution 
of mails.

POST OFFICE FIGURES 

SHOW CITY GROWTH 

Classification of Office Likely to be 
tlinnged on Basis of 
Increase 

P’igures just compiled for the post 
office department by the local post 
office seem to indicate that the office 
will go into the second class beginning 
July 1, 1922. The requirement is a 
total of $8000 in postal receipts dur¬ 
ing the calendar year. Postal re¬ 
ceipts consist chiefly of stamp sales 
and box rents. The figures indicate 
that Sierra Madre will go over with 
a comfortable margin. 

So far as the public is concerned 
the change in classification does not 
have much dircet eflect. The princi¬ 
pal result is to add $100 annually to 
the postmaster’s salary, provide for 
the appointment of an assistant post¬ 
master under civil service, and for 
more liberal allowances for clerk hire. 
It is possible additional carrier ser¬ 
vice might be granted. That does 
not necessarily follow the change in 
classification, but will be determined 
when the time comes on proper show- 
; ing as to the needs of the office. This 
office now has all the carrier service 
which can be granted to an office of 
the third class. 

Other changes resulting from an 
advance in the office classification will 
affect chiefly the internal workings 
of the office, such as accounting with 
the post office department. However, 
the whole tendency is to improved ser. 
vice to the public with increasing 
business of the office. Moral: trade 
at home.

Others are too bashful to allow 
anyone to see how they crave friendliness. But the tiiend- 
ly spirit is there, waiting for a chance to show itself.

The claim that this is a more than ordinarily friendly 
to wn is based on real evidence, not theorizing. The facts 
are more than sufficient to offset the occasional charges 
of exclusiveness. To tell one week s stories of friendly 
acts would take too much space and reveal personal affairs 
of too many people. But the next time anyone tries to 
worry you with the claim that Sierra Madre is cold and ex¬ 
clusive, just ask what he has done to make it known as a 
friendly town.

A few easy lessons when 
one has nothing else to do and costing only the month s 
wages of a shipping clerk are said to work the transforma¬ 
tion. 

The other common source of the fallacy is the notion 
that “pull” is the only method of advancement. Go among 
the lesser employees of any big organization. Listen to 
the shop and office gossip. It revolves around inside poli¬ 
tics and the question of favoritism. The only way to get to 
a flat topped desk in the front office is through personal fa¬ 
vor with the boss of the works. 

Human beings will do almost anything to escape work. 
Especially do they dislike the prospect of a long, tedious 
business experience as the means of reaching those coveted 
executive positions. So they dawdle along, putting half¬ 
hearted efforts into their present jobs, jealous of their co¬ 
workers who get ahead, but producing no results to justi¬ 
fy their own promotion. 

Perhaps it is just as well for their own comfort they do 
not get ahead. They lack all conception of the loads carried 
by men in positions of responsibility. 

This energy and worry used up in trying to get ahead 
by the wrong road is sheer waste, personal and economic. 
If it could all l>e rightly directed the national efficiency 
would be tremendously increased. It would go a long way 
towards reducing the cost of everything.

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Some Aspects of the 
Farmers’ Problems 

By BERNARD M. BARUCH 


(Reprinted from Atlantic Monthly) 
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Now, what Is the farmer asking? 
Without trying to catalogue the re¬ 
medial measures that have been sug¬ 
gested In his behalf, the principal pro¬ 
posals that bear directly on the Im¬ 
provement of his distributing and mar¬ 
keting relations may be summarized as 
follows:— 

First: storage warehouses for cot¬ 
ton, wool, and tobacco, and elevators 
for grain, of sufficient capacity to meet 
the maximum demand on them at the 
peak of the marketing period. The 
farmer thinks that either private capi¬ 
tal must furnish these facilities, or the 
state must erect and own the eleva¬ 
tors and warehouses. 

Second: weighing and grading of 
agricultural products, and certification 
thereof, to he done by Impartial and 
disinterested public Inspectors (this Is 
already accomplished to some extent 
by the federal licensing of weighers 
and grnders), to eliminate underpay¬ 
ing, overcharging, and unfair grading, 
and to facilitate the utilization of the 
stored products as the basis of credit. 

Third : a certainty of credit sufficient j 
to enable the marketing of products 
In an orderly manner. 

Fourth: the Department of Agricul¬ 
ture should collect, tabulate, summit- j 
rise, and regularly and frequently pub¬ 
lish and distribute to the farmers, full 
Information from all the markets of 
the world, so that they shall he as well 
Informed of their selling position as 
buyers now are of their buying posi¬ 
tion. 

Fifth : freedom to Integrate the busi¬ 
ness of agriculture hy means of coti 
sollduted selling agencies, co-ordlnat- 
Ing and co-operating In such way as to 
put the farmer on an equal footing 
with the large buyers of his products 
and with commercial relations In other 
Industries. 

When a business requires specialized 
talent, It has to buy It. So will the 
farmers ; and perhaps the best way for 
them to get It would be to utilize some 
of the present machinery of the larg¬ 
est established agencies dealing In 
farm products. Of course. If he wishes, 
the farmer may go further and engage 
In flour milling and other manufactures 
of food products. In my opinion, 
however, he would be wise to stop 
short of that. Public Interest may he 
opposed t» all great Integrations: but. 

In Justice, should they be forbidden to 
the farmer and permitted to others? 
The corporate form of association can¬ 
not now be wholly adapted to bis ob¬ 
jects and conditions. The looser co¬ 
operative form seems more generally 
suitable. Therefore, he wishes to be,| 
free. If he finds It desirable and ferns 
Ible, to resort to co-operation with his 
fellows and neighbors, without run¬ 
ning afoul of the law. To urge that 
the farmers should hare the same lib¬ 
erty to consolidate and co-ordinate 
their peculiar economic functions, 
which other Industries In their fields 
enjoy, Is not, however, to concede that 
any business Integration should have 
legislative sanction to exercise monop¬ 
olistic power. The American people 
ifg gg firmly opposed to Industrial us 
to political autocracy, whether at 
tempted hy rural or by urban Industry 
For lack of united effort the farmers 
as s whole are still marketing their 
crops by antiquated methods, or by no 
methods at all. but they are surrounded 
by • business world thut has been 
modernized to the last minute and Is 
tirelessly striving for efficiency. This 
efficiency Is due In large measure to 
bi'g business, to united business, to In¬ 
tegrated business. The farmers now 
seek the benefits of such largeness, un¬ 
ion and Integration. 

The American farmer Is a modern of 
the moderns In the use of labor saving 
machinery, and he has made vast 
strides In recent years lu scientific 
tillage and efficient farm management, 
but aa a business In contact with other 
businesses aglrculture Is a “one horse 
shay" In competition with high power 
automobiles The American farmer Is 
the greatest and most Intractable of 
Individualists. While Industrial pro¬ 
duction and all phases of the huge com 
uierclnl mechanism and Its myriad ac- 
cessorles have articulated and co-ordi¬ 
nated themselvea all the way from nat- 
ur ai raw material* to retail sales, the 
bualness of agriculture has gone on In 
much the one man fashion of the back- 
woods of the first part of the nine¬ 
teenth century, when the farmer was 
aelf sufficient and did not depend upon, 
or cure very much, whut the great 
world was doing. The result Is that 
the agricultural group Is almost as 
much at a disadvantage In dealing with 
other economic groups as the Jay farm¬ 
er of the funny pages In the hands of 
sleek urban confidence men, who sell 
him acreage In Central l’ark or t ie 
Chicago city hall. The leaders of the 
farmers thoroughly understand this, 
and they are intelligently striving to 
Integrate their Industry so that It will 
he on un equal footing with other busl- 
nesses. 

As an exurnple of Integration, take 
the steel Industry, In which the model 
Is the United States Steel Corporation, 
with Its Iron mines. Its coal mines, Its 
lake and rail transportation, Us ocean 
vessels, Its by-product coke ovens. Its 
blast furnaces, Ita open hearth and 
Bessemer furnuces. Its rolling mills. Its 
tube mills and other manufacturing 
processes that are carried to the high¬ 


est degree of finished production com¬ 
patible with the large trade It has 
built up. All this Is generally conced¬ 
ed to be to the advantage of the con¬ 
sumer. Nor does the steel corporation 
Inconsiderately dump Its products on 
the market. On the contrary, It jto 
acts that It Is frequently a stabilizing 
Influence, as Is often the case with oth¬ 
er large organizations. It Is master of 
Its distribution as well as of Its pro¬ 
duction. if prices are not satisfactory 
the products are held back or produc¬ 
tion Is reduced or suspended. It is not 
compelled to send a year’s work to the 
market at one time and take whatever 
It can get under such circumstances. 

It has one gelling policy and Its own 
export department. Neither are the 
grades and qualities of steel determin¬ 
ed at the caprice of the buyer, nor does 
the latter hold the scales. In this sin¬ 
gle Integration of the steel corporation 
Is represented about 40 per cent of the 
steel production of America The rest 
Is mostly In the hands of a few large 
companies. In ordinary times the 
steel corporation, by example, stabilizes 
all steel prices. If this Is permissible 
(It Is even desirable, because stable 
and fair prices are essential to solid 
and continued prosperity) why would 
It be wrong for the farmers to utilize 
central agencies that would have simi¬ 
lar effect* on agricultural products? 
Something like that Is what they are 
aiming at. 

Some fanners favored by regional 
compactness and contiguity, such as the 
cltrui-frult-ralsera of California, al¬ 
ready have found a way legally to 
merge and sell their products Inte¬ 
grally and in accordance with seasonal 
and local demand, thus Improving 
their position and rendering the con¬ 
sumer a reliable service of ensured 
quality, certain supply, and reasonable 
and relatively steady prices They 
have not found It necessary to resort 
to any special privilege, or to claim 
any exemption under the anti-trust 
legislation of the state or nation With¬ 
out removing local control, they have 
built up a very efficient marketing 
agency. The grain, cotton, and to- 
baeco farmers, and the producers of 
bides and wool, because of their mim 
hers arid the vnstness of their regions, 
and for other reasons, have found 
Integration a more difficult task: 
though there are now some thousands 
of farmer’s co-operative elevators, 
warehouses. Creameries, and other en 
terprlses of one sort and another, with 
a turn-over of a billion drillers a year. 
They are giving the farmers business 
experience und training, and, so far 
as they go, they meet the need of 
honest weighing and fair grading; hut 
thev do not meet the requirements of 
rationally adjusted marketing In any 
large ami fundamental way. 

The next step, which will be a pat¬ 
tern for other group*. Is now being 
prepared by the graln-ralsers through 
the establishment of sales media which 
shall handle grain separately or col 
lectlvely, as the Individual farmer may 
elect. It la this step—the plan of the 
Committee of Seventeen—which has 
created so much opposition and Is 
thought hy some to be In conflict with 
the anti trust laws. Though there Is 
now before congress a measure de¬ 
signed to clear up doubt on this point, 
the grain-producers ars not relying on 
any Immunity from anti-trust legisla¬ 
tion They desire, and they are en¬ 
titled, to co-ordinate thalr efforts Just 
as effectively as the large business In¬ 
terests of the country have done. In 
connection with the selling organiza¬ 
tions the United State* Grain Growers 
Incorporated Is drafting a scheme of 
financing Instrumentalities and stixlll 
ary agencies which are Indispensable 
to the successful utilization of modern 
business methods. 

It Is essential that the farmers 
should pvoceed gradually with these 
plans, and aim to avoid the error of 
scrapping the existing marketing ma¬ 
chinery, which has been so laboriously 
built up by long experience, before 
they have a tried and proved substi¬ 
tute or supplementary * mechanism 
They must be careful not to become 
enmeshed In their own reform* and 
lose the perspective of their place In 
the national aystem. They must guard 
against fnnatloa! devotion to new doc¬ 
trines, and should seek articulation 
with the general economic system 
rather than Its reckless destruction as 
It relates to them. 


To take a tolerant an ' sympathetic 
view of the farmers’ strivlugs for bet¬ 
ter things Is not to give a blanket 
endorsement to any specific plan, and 
still less to applaud the vagaries of 
some of their leaders and groups. 
Neither shomd we, on the other hand, 
allow the fioth of bitter agitation, 
false economics, and mistaken radical¬ 
ism to conceal the facts of the farm¬ 
ers’ disadvantages, and the practicabil¬ 
ity of eliminating them by well-con¬ 
sidered measures. It may be thut the 
farmers will not show the business 
sagacity and develop the wise leader¬ 
ship to carry through sound plans ; but 
thut possibility does not Justify the 
obstruction of their upward efforts 
We, as city people, see In high and 
speculatively manipulated prices, 
spoilage, waste, scarcity, the results 
of defective distribution *>t farm prod¬ 
ucts. Should it not occur to us that 
we have a common Interest with the 
farmer In his attempts to attain a de¬ 
gree of efficiency In distribution cor¬ 
responding to his efficiency In produc¬ 
tion? Do not the recent fluctuations 
In the May wheat option, apparently 
unrelated to normal Interaction of 
supply and demand, offer a timely 
proof of the need of some such stabil¬ 
izing agency as the grain growers have 
In contemplation? 

It Is contended that, If their pro¬ 
posed organizations be perfected and 
operated, the farmers will have In 
their hands an instrument that will be j 
capable of dangerous abuse. We are 
told thut It will be possible to pervert 
It to arbitrary and oppressive price- 
fixing from Its legitimate use of order- | 
Ing and stabilizing the flow of farm i 
products to the market, to the mutual ; 
benefit of producer and consumer. I j 
j have no apprehensions on this point. 

! In the first place, a loose organiza¬ 
tion, such as any union of farmers 
must be at best, cannot he so arbl- | 
trurily and promptly controlled as a ■ 
great corporation. The one Is a lum- j 
berlng democracy and the other an agile 
autocracy. In the second place, with 
all possible power of org nizatSon, the i 
farmers cannot succeed to any great 
extent, or for any considerable length 
of time, In fixing prices. The great , 
law of supply and demand works In 
various and surprising ways, to the 
undoing of the best laid plans that , 
attempt to foil It. in the third place. | 
their power will avail the farmers 
nothing If it be abused. In our time j 
and country power Is of value to Its 
possessor only so long as It Is not 
abused. It Is fair to say that I have 
geeu no signs In responsible quarters 
of a disposition to dictate prices. 
There seems, or, the contrary, to be a 
commonly beneficial purpose to realize 
j a stability that will glv^ an orderly 
, and abundant flow of farm products 
I to the consumer and ensure reasonable 
| and dependable returns to the pro- 
| ducer. 

j In view the supreme Importance 
to the national well-being of a pros 


perous and contented agricultural pop¬ 
ulation, we should be prepared to go 
a long way In assisting the farmers to 
get an equitable share of the wealth 
they produce, through the Inaugura¬ 
tion of reforms that will procure a 
continuous and Increasing stream of 
farm products. They are far from get¬ 
ting a fair share now. Considering 
his capital and the long hours of labor 
put in by the average farmer and his 
family, he Is remunerated less than 
any other occupational class, with the 
possible exception of teachers, reli¬ 
gious and lay. Though we know that 
the present general distress of the 


farmers is exceptional and Is linked 
with the Inevitable economic readjust¬ 
ment following the war. It must be 
remembered that, although represent¬ 
ing one-third of the Industrial product 
and half the total population of the 
nation, the rural communities nrrti- 
narlly enjoy hut a fifth to si quarter of 
the net annual national gain. N ^with¬ 
standing the taste of prosperity that 
the farmers had during the war. there 
is todiiy a lower standard of living 
among the cotton farmers of the South 
than In any other pursuit in tin untry. 

In conclusion, it seems to me that tha 
farmers are chiefly striving for a gen¬ 


erally beneficial Integration of tnelr 
business, of the same kind and charac¬ 
ter that other business enjoys. If It 
should be found n examination that 
the attainment of this end requires 
methods different from those which 
other activities have followed for the 
same purpose should we not sympa¬ 
thetically consider the plea for the 
right to co-operate. If only from our 
own enlightened self Interest, in ob¬ 
taining an abundant atid steady flow of 
farm products?
